Owen Miller, president of the Central 
/ Trades and Labor Union, said Monday 
that he would remain on the bi-partisan 
ticket for the Board of Freeholders, to 
revise the city charter, and would &gt 
‘“bother’’ about the proposed independ- 
ent ticket, which was demandéd in a 
resolution passed by the union Sunday. 
President -Miller, though silent about 
the freeholders’ resolution at Sunday’s 
meeting, was introduced and spoke for 
a resolutien condemning the excise au- 
therities for the 77-hour lid as having 
interfered with the employment of many 
and having “caused unteld inconven- 
jence to thousands.’’ The resolution 
praises the saloon men for their obedi- 
ence to the order, and demands revision 
of the State- laws. ‘It passed unan- 
imously. 

The resolution calling for an inde- 
pendent freeholders’ ticket was passed 
by a vote of 107 to 91. It refers to the 
bi-partisan ticket as having been ‘‘fixed 
up under the direction of two political 
bosses, Jeptha Howe and Tom Ward.” 
An independent ticket is demanded, 
which will not ‘‘represent the Big Cinch, 
the North American Co. and other cor- 
poration interests.’’ The names of Drs.

Hill, W. H. Priesmeyer and G. A. Hoehn 
are mentioned in the resolution as suit- 
able material for a commission, 


CONVERTS STORED RAYS OF 
THE SUN INTO ELECTRICITY 


Boston Man Proves Statement by 
Lighting Workshop With . 
“Solar Generator,” 
BOSTON, March 1.—That he has suc- 
cessfully solved the problem of. storing 
up the sun’s rays and‘ converting them 
into electrical energy, is the claim made 


by a Boston inventor. 
He is George 8S. Cove, and he demon- 











lighting his workshop, at 486 Somerville 
avenue, Somerville, with electricity gen- 
erated from a simple apparatus on the 
roof. _ 
Cove’s invention will be known as the 
“Solar Blectric Generator,’’ and he says 
it can be built at a cost of $100. It con- 
sists of a frame work to be placed in 
an opening where it will receive the 
direct rays of the sun. Short plugs of a 
metal composition are set into this 
frame. There are 976 plugs.” Filled in 
around these plugs is a body of heat- 
absorbing material. The @¥*erence of 
the temperature of;the two ends of the 
metal plugs, one being in the sun, the 
other in the open, with a circulation of 
air around it, generates the current of 
electricity. 
If the sun goes under a cloud an auto 
matic cut-out breaks the circuit between 
the generator and the batteries. The 
device is thus entirely automatic. When 
the sun sets at night it automiatically 
shuts off the storage batteries and be- 
gins again in the morning. This ma- 
chine generates through a day of sun- 
shine enough ejectricity to light five 
lights of 20 candle-power, to last from 
ogy to four days of continuous light- 
ng.

MONTGOMERY, Mo., March 1.—Luth- 

er Anderson, charged with the sensa- 
tional murder of George Wagner, the 
Adrain stockman, who wag brought here 
for safe keeping, having tried to escape 
from the County Jail at Mexico, suc- 
ceeded in escaping. from the new steel 
Jail in this city, which has a reputation 
for holding the worst criminals. His 
pal, Lee Lusby, charged with robbery, 
also escaped with Anderson. 
..Their escapé was not discovered until 
make known by the yell of the éther 
six prisoners who railed to take ad- 
vantage of the open door when they 
awoke at 6:30 this morning.- One of these 
good prisoners is Arthur Green alse 
charged with murder. It is evident that 
Anderson and Lusby : received outside 
assistance, from a pick and crowbar 
which was used to drill through the 
outer wall. The big belts  hold- 
ing the bars to the inner cells, where the 
prisoners were held for the night, were 
unscrewed, and the bars picked loose. 

The door leading tmto the basement 
where the last opening was made, was 
evidently unlocked with a “poney”’ key. 

The officers of Adrain and Montgom- 
ery Counties are now arranging a posse 
to search the entire country. Word has 
been given out that Anderson is.a bad 
prisoner, and will shoet to kill before 
he is captured. 

Anderson’s brether, who Hves in this 
city, called at the Jail last night after 
the Sheriff and his wife had retired. 

Anderson is charged with the murder 
of George Wagner, the Adrain stock- 
man, last December. Wagner, who was 
known to have a few hundred dollars 
on his person, was found in a cellar at 
his country home near Farber with 
his head crushed. 

Anderson was the last seen with the 
murdered man, and they had been quite 
friendly. He was arrested suspicien. 
After being placed in jail ati Mexico, he 
with other prisoners, planed to escape, 
and it was then that the. ‘Sheriff, deputy 
and his wife were to have been killed if 
necessary to carry out the plans, which 
were revealed to the Sheriff by a negro 
trusty. 

Arraigned for Trial, 

Anderson was rushed to this city 
for safe keeping and a few days ago 
he was taken back to Mexico, and 
arraigned for trial, which was to be 
heard at the coming term of the Ad- 


rain Circuit Court. 

He was gain brought back -here 
for safe keeping, as he is considered 
one of the worst prisoners and the 
hardest man to handle that the of- 
ficers have ever handled. 

The posse members have been giv-

In 
little more than a whisper, he told me 
he had a proposition where I could 
make $6000 without risking a cent, 
and wanted fo talk it over with me in 
a quiet place. 

“T told him to meet me the follow- 
ing night at my place at Thirteenth 
and*Rutger atreets. It looked to me 
like there was a balloon going up 
without gas,,so I asked a friend to 
be there. The friend was in the next 
room and heard all the man said, 

“He told me his cousin was connect- 

ed with the Steel Trust. and was sec- 
retary to a crowd of millionaires who 
were on their way to Denver. He pro- 
posed that we meet them in Denver, 
where he knew a prize fighter who could 
lick almost anybody. : 
-*T told him I didn’t see what they 
needed me for, and he replied that his 
cousin was going to bet against the 
millionaires, but couldn’t do it in his 
oewn name. He would put up the money 
and I would bet it for him. 

“IT asked him what I would get out 
of it, and he told me $5000. All I needed 
to do, he said, was to take a letter of 
credit for $20,000, just to show I was 
all right 

“Not for me. I didn’t know just what 
his game was, but I came here with 
only 20 cents. and have made a fortune 
by hard work. I never saw any money 
handed around that way. 

‘Then I explained ‘to him that I was 
willing to go, only he must give me my 
$500 in advence. Hie couldn’t see his 
way clear to do that, and he left me 
pretty soon after. % 

‘‘When I read in the Post-Dispatch of 
that bunch being arrested in Little 
Rock, I knew what I had escaped.”’ 


Victims Gather in Council Bluffs. 

COUNCIL BLUFFS, Io., Feb. 28.— 
When J. C. Maybray arrives in this 
city Tuesday evening from Little Rock, 
in charge of an officer, he will fine 
awaiting him a number of men fron 
different parts of the country, come to 
identify him in connection with alleged‘ 
swindling operations carried on here for 
many months last year. 

Inspector Swenson, who»has had 
charge of the case for the Federal Gov- 
ernment, spent a few hours in the city 
today, and while here was joined by 
other agents of the Government. He 
went on to Little Rock. 

The most damaging evidence so far se- 
eured against the Council Bluffs swind- 
ler under arrest in Little Rock, are the 
many photographs made just before the 
fights were “pulled off,’’ which were 
discovered in the records captured by 
the officers. 

As to why the swindlers would leave 
such evidence of their fakes, Inspector 
Swenson says: “I am informed by the 
victims that a picture was taken in ev- 
ery case. It was fer the purpose of 
keeping the victims frem making com- 
plaint. 

It was the plan of the gang to im- 
press on the victim that the law was 
being violated and the.subsequent kiH- 
ing of the fighter or wrestler or jockey 
develdped a situation where all were 
Hable [to go to the penitentiary.

Roosevelt teday gave a farewell lunch- 
eon at the White House to the members 
of the famous ‘Tennis 
others who have been closely associated 
with him during the past ‘seven years. 

Aside from the distinguished Govern- 
ment officials who have served as the 
President’s chief aids during his admin- 


sports of different kinds, there were 
present..men whom the President had 
made friends with when he was rough- 
ing it in the West years ago and with 
whom he has gone on numerous hunt- 
ing expeditions. 

If ever such an odd group wathers 
in the White House before on an invi- 
tation from the President, it escaped 
the reporters. 


Some of the Guests, 
Side by side with M. Jusserand, the 


cultured Ambassador from France, sat 
John Abernathy of Oklahoma, the woif 
hunter who catches ’em alive. Justice 
Moody of the Supreme Court was there, 
and near him sat “‘Bill’’ Sewall, the old 
Maine trapper and guide, and ‘Yellow- 
stone’ Kelly, with whom Roosevcit 
ranched it on the Little Missouri many 
years ago. Theh there was Seth Bul- 
lock, with whom Roosevelt hunted and 
roped steers and traveled atop bucking 
bronchos back in the eighties. 

The occasion was memorable to those 
who suprounded the President today. 
and the latter’s farewell words were 
not entirely free from notes of regret, 
if not of sadness. 

The President in a-brief speech laid 
emphasis on the point that no admin- 
istration had given its chief more loyal 
service and he stated that he believed 
that the country had never had a more 
devoted set of public servants than those 
men through. whom, he said, most of 
the work of his administration had been 
accomplished. 

The Round Up. 


The President said: 

‘Gentlemen, you are here nominally 
as members or to meet the members 
of the ‘Tennis Cabinet’—-that is, as men 
with whom at tennis or hunting, or 
riding, or’ walking, or boxing, I have’ 
played, with whom I have been on the 
roundup, or in the mountains, or in the 
ranch country. But really, as you know, 


you are here more because you aré the 
men with whom I) have worked while 
I have been President. 

‘No administration has ever had finer 
or more loyal service than you have 
| given, and I do not believe this coun- 
try has ever had an abler or more de- 
voted set of public servants. It is 
through you and those like you that I 


been accomplished under the adminis- 
tration. 

‘‘Moreover, in a vast number of cases, 
the doing of the work itself has been 
your only reward. The credit has come 
to me, the chief of the administration. 
For exactly as men like to symbolize 
a battle by the name of the commander, 
so they like to symbolize'an administra- 
tion by the man at the head, forgetting 
that the immense majority of his acts 
ean be done only through others and 
that a really successful administration, 
successful from the standpoint of ad- 
vancing the honor and the interests of 
the country, must be managed, as ours 
has been, in a spirit of the most pre 
association and partnership.

I would have given much to bring here 
today: but there simply wasn’t room 
enough, and so I have brought you here 
partly for your own sake, but primarily 
as representing thousands of other

The Republican senators are allowed 
one each. In the House, the question 
of patronage is twisted the other way. 
There the Republitans, who are in the 
majority, appoint two “secretaries” 
each, and the Democratic minerity is 
limited g» a toal of 15 clerks. 

In defense ef the House army of 
clerks, the Republicans say that at the 
revising session in 1899 there were 850 
clerks on the House payroll. Therefore, 
they argue, they have saved the State 
this time the expense of 156 clerks or 
the difference between the number then 
and now empleyed. 

The Senate leaders explain that they 
have a few lese than were employed 
10 years ago, but the records of the 
Auditor's office fail ag corroborate this 
contention.

as many bills introduced and censidered 
in the House as there are in the Sen- 
ate; hence the work of the lower body 
is greater than that entailed en the 
Senate force.

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' AN EXTRAORDINARY SWINDLE. 

The greed and credulity of some smart men are 
illustrated by the big swindling game fully ex- 
posed by the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Men of business, of long and extensive experi- 
ence of the world and its ways put up thousands 
of dollars on fake wrestling matches, horse races, 
etc. One rich man owns up to the loss of $37,000 
and admits he worked hard to get into the game. 
The bait looked good and he couldn’t see the 
hook inside. Another man, a banker, lost $30,000, 
and the gang’s own record, humorously kept with 
conscientious exactness, is said to show losses 
varying from $5000 to $40,000, all of them, as it 
seems, suffered by men who are supposed to have 
ordinary common sense. 

It is an extraordinary story and raises an in- 
teresting question. Are the victims exceptions, 
or do they fairly represent human nature? Is 
there a phase of character in the normal man, 
which, if cunningly appealed to by a magnetic 
personality in carefully prepared circumstances 
will operate to befool the mbst sensible men? In 
France the Humberts kept a swindling game go- 
ing for years and entangled some of the fore- 
most men in politics and business,“and they 
did it on an empty safe and a story not very 
cleverly contrived. An ingenious forger in Ari- 
zona did his work so cleverly that the Depart- 
ment of Justice of the United States Government 
was kept busy for years clearing the titles to 
immense :tracts of land in the Southwest. He 
relied upon credulity pure and simple and almost 
won the game. 

In these Maybray swindling operations the vic- 
tims appear to have been made aware, at least in 
some of the cases, of the shady character of the 
transactions. But the swindlers were so plausible 
that the chance to get something for nothing 
was made to look like a certainty. At any rate 
the lure was too much for good sense. 

It ought to be a lesson for all men, bankers and 
peddlers akke.

A New Yorker’s Criticism.

I have witnessed a great many fired, but 
commend me to the extraordinary exhibition 
of crudity at the fire on Twelfth street Tues- 
day morning. The company on the fire escape in the 
rear showed pluck, promptness and efficiency, and 
although badly hampered by the dense smoke, they 
at an early stage had the fire under control -At 
this juncture a line carried into the top. floor from 
the west would have clinched the advantage secured 
by this company who could not see what they were 
doing, as the attack from the west would have been 
in clear air with no danger of back draft owing to 
the high northwest wind prevailing. When the lad- 
ders were finally raised they were of no possible 
use, and there was no more need of three ladders 
in front of this narrow building than there is of a 
cow having three tails. One of them was, raised 
with the possible idea that the men on the root were 
in danger, as a scaling jadder was carried up, hung 
upon the roof and the whole left there until it was 
blazing merrily. The roof of the building across the 
alley was the point of vantage and should have been 
the principal point of attack at once by‘ means of 
a couple of Siamese streams of sufficient volume to 
resist the high wind, and consequently, of greater 
penetration into the bullding; as it was, the late 
arrivals with long leads were stationed upon this 
roof with half a dozen streams, most of which did 
not reach to ‘the building. It is due to the chimney- 
like construction of the building, the fact that 
the fire, occurred upon. the upper floor, with the 
consequent burning off of the roof, thus releasing the 
gases of combustion, and the work of the com- 
pany on the fire escape ‘that the building and cona- 
tents escaped complete destruction. The rest of the 
department amounted to nil. I observed two hose 
wagons from: which the hose was apparently dumped 
out without any regard for order. One aerial ladder 
was blown over and another allowed to be broken 
by the wind.

Won and Lost More Fortunes 
Than Any Man in 
America. 


OWNED FAMOUS TRACK 





“Followed Ponies” Into Vast 
Fortunes, Then Dropped 
Them Same Way. 





E. J. (‘Lucky’) Baldwin, the noted 
turfman, died at his home at Arcadia 
at 7:15 this. morning. 

He -was stricken with pneumonia six 
weeks ago. Later he rallied and was 
able to appear at his famous Santa 
Anita racetrack. The exertion was too 
great, and a relapse followed, from 
which he failed to recover. He was 81 
years old. 

Baldwin had been unconscious for sev- 
eral hours before his death. At his 
bedside were Mrs. Baldwin, their 
daughter, a niece and other relatives. 

Baldwin’s possessions are scattered up 
and down the length of the State. He 
purchased a ranch at Santa Anita for 
$200,000 and built a splendid hotel at the 
southern end of Lake Tahoe, and in 


San Francisco he built and established } 


the theater and hotel that bore his 
name. Mining ventures in Nevada add- 
ed materially to his fortune. 

Baldwin often was referred ba as the 
man who had made and lost more mil- 
lions than any man in America. He 
was the last of the great group of Cali- 
fornia money kings. Spreckels, Flood, 
Fair and Ralston are dead. Mackay 
stiil lives, but so long has he been a 
world-citizen and a ‘Wall streeter’’ 
that the Pacific Coast no longer claims 
him. The others, were loyal to the sec- 
tion that bore them until they were no 
more. : 

“Lucky” Baldwin’s estimate of his 
own moral standing was summed up in 
his answer in a suit brought against 
him* by a young woman. He declared 
that his reputation was such that any 
woman of@the world should not trust 
‘herself in his company, and she should 
have known that she was being deceived 
if she did. He won the suit despite his 
novel defense. 

Elias Jackson Baldwin had been point- 
ed at as one of the most picturesque of 
American characters, certainly the most 
picturesque on the turf. No one knows 
how much he was worth, but his for- 
tune is estimated at from $20,000,000 to 





$30,000,000. He had been painted as a 
happy-go-lucky fellow, who failed 
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lionaire purely through freaks of for- 
tune. A more truthful picture of him Is 
said to be that of a man with a genius 
for money-making, a trader who would 
shame a gypsy, whose first step to 
wealth was through usury, close-fisted 
and ungenerous, yet recklessly extrava- 
gant in advertising himself, callous to 
the most unenviable notoriety and ab- 
solutely devoid of an understanding of 
morals. 

The story is told of how he received 
the cognomen of ‘“‘Lucky.”. He had 
bought 1000 shares of Crown Point min- 
ing stock at $3 a share atia time when

HAD determined to keep in condition

Upon mv arrival 
I found that all arrangements had 
been made for me to fight Gans on 
July 4. 

We met at the lightweight limit, 133 
ringside. The fight was to commence 
directly after weighing in. Jack Welsh 
of San Francisco was mutually agreed 
upon as referee of the contest by all 
parties concerned. 

Gans a Hot wavditte. 

We entered the ring a few minutes 
after 3, and both were accorded hearty 
receptions. After a bit of preliminary 
photographing and posing for the mpv- 
ing-picture machines, we bandaged our 
hands and were ready for the. fray. 
Then old familiar Billy Jordan, the of- 
ficial announcer, said: 

“Gentlemen, this will be a 45-round 
contest, straight Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules to govern. Let *er go!’’ 

“As we entered the arena, as usual, I 
was the under dog in the betting. Any- 
one who cared to bet a dollar on me 
could practically “write his own ticket.”’ 
Just to give an idea of how the battle 
looked in the fourth round, such a wise 
fellow as the.‘“‘one time” fighter Sam 
Berger bet $20 against $2 with a per- 
sonal friend of mine named Joseph 
Hamlet, of Ireland, I could never see 
where I had any the worst of the fight- 
ing at all, but some of our opinions 
differ.

question, when he attempted to take un- 
fair means.

I fol- 
lowed him around the ring pounding 
him \unmercifully about the body. 

Toward the end of the round we fell 
into’a clinch. As we were pulling away 
I saw my chance. Drawing my. arm 
to one side about six inches I dealt him 
a terrible left half scissors hook 
squarely on the top of his Hver. The 
negro let forth a loud grunt. His face 
twisted up, his eyes rolled back, and 
crumpling up like @ bundle of paper, he 
fell sprawling on the. mat. He was out 
good and clean. 

Gans claimed foul two or three times 
during this Colma fight, but his claims 
were not allowed by Referee Welsh. 

I had achieved the ambition of my 
life. I had licked them all. T was now 
the real champion of the world, and no- 
body could question my title in any way 


whatever. 
Gives Him Ancther Chance. 

My decisive defeat of the negro cham- 
pion at Coima that day should have 
been sufficient to convince the public 
that I was his master, but several sport 
writers intimated that Gans might have 
thrown the fight to me, or “laid down,”’ 
as some expressed it. 

This worked on my pride, and feeling 
that I could beat him again, I finally 
agreed to a return g0. Jimmy Coffroth

Just before commencing the battle I 
walked over to Gans’ corner and re- 
minded him of the dirty, mean, con- 
temptible, foul methods he used in the 
sixteenth round of our last battle, 
when he tried to push me through the 
ropes and possibly injure me for life by 
so doing. 


Won From the Start, 

I warned him that’ if he attempted 
any of those tricks or resorted to any 
unfair means during the battle he would 
get all that was coming to him. 

If Gans had an hope of winning this 
Lbattle before we entered the ring, he 
lost it all right there. He seemed to 
turn “‘white” with fright. 

At the end of the twentieth round it 
was noticed that Gans shook hands with 
his manager, Benny Selig, as much as 
to say, ‘“‘Well, I won,” meaning he 
lasted 20 rounds and won his 20-round 
money. 

Joe’s time after that was very ‘short- 
lived. In the twenty-first round he went 
out with a spirit of do-or-die, taking 
a chance of mixing for the first time 
during the entire fight, with hopes of 
either landing a lucky punch or being 
laid away, thus ending his suffering. 

He certainly bumped into several good 
hard punches by taking that chance, as 
I finally succeeded in hooking that 
now famous “‘left half scissors hook’’ 
into his liver. As soon as I had landed 
that punch I could tell that his finish 
was near. I stepped back a bit to 
steady myself to land another similar 
punch, when he keeled over on his head, 
helpless and unable to continue. 

This made the third time that I had 
fought the same Gans and beat him 
each and every time with the same 
identical punch—the “‘left hand scissors 
hook,’’ which was originated by me.

Casting envious eyes on his winnings a 
syndicate planned to get as much of his 
money as possible by foisting upon him 
some worthless Ophir stock at $2 a 
share. »*Baldwin unsuspectingly fell to 
the game and put half of his million into 
the stock. Almost immediately the big 
bonanza was struck in the Consolidated 
Virginia and California, adjoining the 
Ophir, and Baldwin’s stock doubled 
again and again. The gang tried an- 
other dodge to get his stock ‘away from 
him, but their skillful ‘plans went 
wrong and he came out of the affair 
with $10,000,000, while the Bank of Call- 
fornia, which was behind the schemers, 
went to pieces. 


Established Famous Ranch, 


Baldwin bought 60,000 acres of land in 
the San Gabriel Valley, 22 miles from 
Los Angeles, which he made into a 
magnificent property, and for which he 
was offered .$2000 an acre. It is kept 
in the highest state of cultivation. Fa- 
mous for his parsinomy, Baldwin was 
unstinted in expenditures there. His 
stables contain the fin horseflesh, he 
bred fowl, sheep, working horses and 
cattle on an enormous scale and of the 
highest standards. His vineyards and 
the wine he produced are famous, as 
is the brandy made there. He had 
$1,000,000 worth of wines ripening in. his 
cellars. His kennels are the finest in 
the West. 

Baldwin owned property worth mil- 
lions in Los Angelés and elsewhere in 
the West. It was said that he was in 
financial trouble several years ago, dur- 
ing a panic,,when he raised large sums 
by mortgages, but nothing serious came 
of the matter, and the money was ap- 
parently secured for temporary uses 
during a time of depression. 

Baldwin was tall, lean and thin-faced, 
with silky white hair that floated out 
abundantly from under a broad-brimmed 
hat. He ‘had few/of the refinements, 
and his critics said that he had ever 
about him the atmosphere of the stable. 
He constructed on his ranch a race- 
track, and established a municipality 
there, of which he was Mayor, with the 
idea of conducting a town under his own 
code of morals and free from outside 
interference.

Audience Vastly Enjoyed the “Hook.” 
But they weren't, and, what:is even 
more wonderful, the big audience wit- 
nessing this revolutionary mocking of 
the “‘lid’’ seemed to enjoy being placed 
within sniffing range of ‘“‘Cream of the 
Sky,’ despite the fact that not a drop 
of its comforting wetness could trickle 
down their throats. Really, however, 
Frank Daviels and Christie MacDonald 
and Will Danforth and Flossie Hope 
and on. or two others of the clever 
Frohman company are more to be cred- 
ited with gladdening the souls of the 
audience than is the play itself. ‘‘Hook 
of Holland is commendable mainly for 
the. reason that it sets Mr. Daniels in 
a congenial environment where his own 
native gifts for fun-making are allowed 
the fullest and freest exercise, that it 
gives pretty Christie MacDonald several 
delightfully melodious songs to sing, that 
it allots Will Danforth to a role almost 
as rich in comedy as is that of Daniels 
himself, that it permits Flossie Hope to 
warble “The Flying Dutchman” and 
“A Pink Petty from Peter’’ in the cutest 
manner, and that it. sets no obstacles 
to the introduction of a number of clev- 
er specialties and givés occasiog for 
some especially effective choruses sung 
by especially good voices. As for the 
story, it concerns itself lightly with the 
lost-recipe predicament of Mr. Hook, 
and with the sentimental complications 
arising from the love of his engaging 
daughter, Sallie, which is Miss Mac- 
Donald's role, for the bandmaster of a 
Netherlands battery of mounted artil- 
lery, and you can follow its thread or 
not, just as you please; witheut In the 
least losing any of the fun of the enter- 
tainment. 

Having said which, I nave said all 
that may truthfully be said concerning 
why “Hook of Holland’ commended 
itself to last night’s audience.
